Gov. Phil M. Donnelly had no 
new comment on the com m ittee’s 
action last night in slashing the 
corrections department req uest of 
$20,508,000 to $15,9 00.000. He has 
said only that he thought the orig­ 
inal figure should stand. 
A proposed new medium secur 
ity prison to be built away from 
the penitentiary was the main tar 
get of the committee in its effort 
to spread a $75 million building 
bond issue to all state institutions 
Col. Jam es D. Carter, correc 
tions director, had ask ed $13 m 
lion to build a medium security 
prison big enough to house 1,200 
to 1,500 men. 
The committee cut that to $10 
million on the theory an institu 
tion for 1,000 men would be b 
enough. 
The bill, as approved by the 
committee on a 24-1 vote with two 
others abstaining, also provides: 
A new women’s prison and 
segregation building at the main 
penitentiary $m million. 
General repairs at all penal fa 
cilities $3Vi million. 
New chapel at the Boys’ Train 
ing School at Boonville $225,000 
(instead of $200,000); and $25,000 
for rep airs (instead of $15,000). 
Girls’ Training School at Chilli 
cothe unchanged at 375,000. 
Cost of issuing and mark eting 
the bonds unchanged at $175,000 
Earlier the State Board of Fund 
Commissioners took the first step 
toward eventual issuance of the 
bonds by employing the St. Louis 
legal firm of Charles and Trauer 
nicht to give an opinion on the 
validity of the bond issue approved 
by the voters Jan. 24. 
In other action the Appropriation 
Committee approved a bill to ex 
tend from 20 to 40 years the m a 
turity date on bonds issued to fi 
nance dormitories at state uni 
versities and colleges.

Edito r Rardin co mes fro m a co unty 
w'hich also has o ther ing enuities than 
co mmercial.

It is a “ v o termo - 
bile,” a g o o d bit like the “ bo o kmo bile” 
with which Central Misso urians are so 
familiar.

Nav y Ato mic Pro g ram Pr(M*eeds Steadily 


WASHINGTON—(NEA)— Tlie first atom-pow­ 
ered, U.S. Navy task force may be assembled 
some time in the 1960’s, say s Rear Adm. Albert 
G. Mumma, chief of the Bureau of Ships. 
With due regard for security , the program 
now look s lik e this: 
The Nautilus, first atomic-powered submarine, 
has been in service a y ear. It has cruised some 
J^.OOO miles. Present indications are that the 
Nautilus will be able to run for another full 
y ear on its initial atomic fuel charge. 
This gives an indication of the possibilities 
of an atomic-powered task force which might 
remain at sea for a couple of y ears without 
refueling. 
These atomic ships would have to l>e resup­ 
plied frequently with other necessities lik e food, 
fresh water, ammunition and aviation gasoline 
for the carrier planes. 
Of course, the crews 
would have to be given shore leave from time 
to time to see their families and k eep up 
morale. 
But the atom lick s the fuel supply for almost 
unlimited operations. 
In World War II, Na^y task forcee refueled 
daily. 
TTie seawolf, sister idiip of the Nautilus, has 
now been launched, but is not y et commis­ 
sioned. 
Four other smaller submarines are under con­ 
struction. Two were started last y ear, two this 
y ear. 
One of them, a radar pick et submarine. wiH 
operate at high speed, distant from U.S. shores, 
to give early warning of attack . 
Also included in this y ear’s Navy program 
is an appropriation for the power plant for a 
guided missile sub. 
This hull was originally 
intended for conventional power, but it has been 
changed to include atomic engines. 
For the coming y ear, the Navy has ask ed 
for funds to start construction of a guided mis­ 
sile light cruiser. This ship is scheduled for 
completion in 1960. 


A start will also be made this y ear on com­ 
ponents for the first atomic-powered aircraft 
carrier. Appropriations for this carrier will be

Guest Edito rial— 


CALEXICO (Calif.) CHRONICLE: Decline and 
Fall.—-The difference between civilization and 
barbarism is simply a matter of patching. We 
Americans, who spend a great deal of time and 
effort trying to be civilized, spend most of it 
patching away at our surroundings, our cus­ 
toms and our laws. The rise of earlier civiliza­ 
tion has been accompanied by improved roads, 
buildings, communications and law and order. 
Decline of civilization has been mark ed by un­ 
patched holes in the pavement, tomfoolery in 
the legislature, music and pictures that nobody 
under.stands and cops and soldiers who don’t 
do their jobs. These are the thoughts which 
arise in the mind of the wealthy and influen­ 
tial week ly new’spaper publisher as he replaces 
the worn-out bulb in the tank of the company 
toilet. Chaos is just around the corner from 
all of us. 


Friendly Co nv ersatio n 


There is so much talk about American rela­ 
tions w'ith Europe and Asia that our ties with 
near neighbors can easily be neglected. 
It is 
well, therefore, that President Eisenhower will 
meet at the end of this month with the heads 
of state of both Canada and Mexico, 
Some Latin-American nations have assailed 
this plan as suggesting formation of a bloc with­ 
in the American family of stales. 
Rut this 
government has unofficially made it clear that 
no such purpose lies behind the summoning of 
this conference. 


We have no intention of by-passmg the estab­ 
lished Organization of American States, which 
has machinery for mutual defense and other co­ 
operative ventures. All we seek is friendly con­ 
versation W'ith our neighbors on mutual prob­ 
lems. 


If Argentina. Uruguay and Brazil were to get 
together in a similar meeting, we surely would 
pose no objections. 
Nor should there be any 
from the South over the coming US-Canada- 
Mexico talk s. 
By any fair measure of the na­ 
tional interest in the respective countries, they 
a rt probably long ovardu« . 


As United States representative to an interna­ 
tional conference on refugees, Scott McLeod 
went the rounds of various delegations there 
and personally collected pledges for funds need­ 
ed to help the refugees. 
He solicited nearly 
12,400,000 in new pledges, and greatly impressed 
his colleagues by his zeal and his success. 
At present Mr, McI.reod is the Stale Depart­ 
ment’s official responsible for refugee and mi­ 
gration problems. Here is tangible evidence of 
his activity in this post. Perhaps he may also, 
some time in the near future, come up with a 
solution to other non-financial aspects of the 
refugee problem a.s regards migration to the 
United States. 
According to the Refugee Act of 1956, the 
United States is committed to tak ing in 209,000 
refugees by Dec. 31 of this y ear. So far, how­ 
ever. only 8 0,000 refugees have entered the 
country. 
The biggest need to cover migration 
of the others is the need for obtaining “spon­ 
sors” inside the U. S, 
Recently the General 
Federation of Women’s Clubs ask ed its 15.000 
member clubs to help sponsor 40,000 additional 
refugees. The Federation’s drive deserves suc­ 
cess. It w'ould help if Scott Mcl^od can employ 
nis talents for persuasion to obtain these badly 
needed sponsors.

The Navy does not y et have an atomic re­ 
actor suitable for use in a destroy er. The extra 
weight required for shielding an atomic power 
plant is the handicap. Admiral Mumma will not 
even guess when this problem will be lick ed 
and a task force will become completely atom- 
powered. 
Also, there is no atomic-powered aircraft in 
sight for service aboard carriers. 
The Navy wishes there were. With this type 
aircraft, the need for carry ing great quantities 
of aviation gasoline would disappear. 
The Navy is mak ing no plans to build atomic- 
powered cargo ships for fleet supply. AU atomic 
reactors now available will be needed for com­ 
bat ships. 
The possibilily of putting atomic reactors in 
conventional hulls now afloat is considered im­ 
practical. It is better to build the hull around 
the reactor. 
This same limitation applies to modernizing 
the new lupercarrier Forrestal or any of the 
three other supercarriers now under construc­ 
tion. All will be completed with conventional 
fuel oil boilers. 


Within 10 y ears, say s Admiral Mumma, it may 
be possible to convert existing ships to atomic 
power. 


Will atomic power and the atomic task force 
reduce the number of ships needed to defend 
the U.S. shores? 


It an depends on what U.S. international com­ 
mitments are at the time the nuclear Navy 
arrives. 


Rear Adm. H. 0. Rick over, father of the 
Nautilus, who fought so hard for the introduction 
of atomic-powered ships, has even predicted 
a 
completely nuclear Navy by the 1960’s.

Jiistice Department Has a New Weapo n

WASHINGTON 
—Tìie Justice 
Department, armed with a new 
weapon just handed it by the Su­ 
preme Court, will no\^' go ahead 
with the job of try ing to mak e 
reluctant witiie.sses unravel some 
Red con.spiracies in the United 
Slates. 
The court y esterday upheld the 
immunity law pas.sed in 1954 by 
Congress to mak e unwilling wit­ 
nesses—Communists or non-Com- 
munists—testify in court cases in­ 
volving national .security. Spying, 
for instance. 
This law say s that if a witness 
before a federal grand jury or con- 
gres.sional committee investigating 
a case involving national security 
refuses to te.stify—on the grounds 
he 
might 
incriminate 
himself— 
then: 
He can be guaranteed that he 
won’t 1)6 pros€ H!uted. What if lie 
atill refuses’ He can be cited for 
contempt and jailed. 
But tlve court limited itself to 
say ing this law could l)e used by 
tlie Justice IX^partment in mak ing 
grand jury investigations. It did 
not—and specifically said it did 
not—say it wa.s all right for con­ 
gressional committees to use it. 
The court may rule later in the 
committees’ favor. 
Grand juries and congressional 
committees have been hampered 
in their inquiries into communism 
by witnes.ses* use of the Fifth 
Amendment, which say s a man 
cannot be forced to testify to any­

The 
promise of immunity tak es the 
place of the Fifth Amendment in 
protecting him from prosecution. 
Having been offered immunity 
ia exchange for his testimony, if 
he still won’t talk he can be cited 
for contempt and jailed. This is 
what happened when a federal 


grand jury , mak ing the first use 
of the 1954 law, question^ William 
Ludwig Ullmann about a wartime 
Washington spy ring.

Victims o f Anx iety Neuro sis 
Sho uld Try to Liv e With Ills 


By Edwin P. Jordan, .M. D. 
I suppose that D. N.. who ask s 
for the meaning of neurocircula- 
tory asthenia, has either been told 
that he has this himself or that 
someone near to him has been giv­ 
en this diagnosis. It is, in any 
event, a rather difficult condition 
to describe in simple terms, though 
it is a common one. 
It is perhaps not correct to 
sp a k of this as a true disease, 
since no one ever dies from it, al­ 
though it is said to affect almost 
one person out of 20 to a greater 
or lesser degree. It has been called 
soldier’s heart, anxiety neurosis, 
effort sy ndrome, neurasthenia and 
several other things, all of which 
might sound rather alarming if one 
did not k now that the disorder 
causes comparatively little trouble. 
Persons who suffer from this 
condition, no matter what it’s call­ 
ed, frequently complain of pound­ 
ing of the heart, tiring easily , 
breathlessness even without exer­ 
tion. slight dizziness, 
faintness, 
headache, apprehension, weak ness, 
difficulty In sleeping, 
excessive 
sweating and a whole lot of other 
vague ty pes of distress. Rarely do 
they have all of these at once. 
About three y ears ago an ex­ 
tremely 
interesting study of a 
rather large group of patients who 
had reported such complaints was 
conducted on them some 20 y ears 
after the diagnosis had been made 
originally. The results of this sur­ 
vey were most encouraging. 
For one thing it was found that 
fewer deaths occurred in this group 
of patients than would be expected 
in a similar group of the same 
ages. In other words, these un­ 
comfortable individuals seem to 
have a better chance of living long­ 
er than those who did not have the 
sy mptoms. 
Another interesting thing was, 
that while these sy mptoms are 
supposed to be signs of exagger­ 
ated anxiety , the patients were not 
particularly lik ely to get other di­ 
seases which are thought to be 
brought on, at least partially , by 
worry and fear, such as ulcers of 
the .stomach, 
asthma 
and 
high 
blood pressure. 
It was also concluded from this 
study “20 y ears after” that the 
patients were suffering from a 
chronic disorder which did not in­ 


terfere seriously with work , social 
or family life. Twelve out of lOO 
recovered, 35 out of 100 had sy mp­ 
toms, but no disability , and only 
15 of 100 had sy mptoms with mod­ 
erate or severe interference with 
their work or living conditions. 
It seems safe to conclude that 
most of those who have these un­ 
pleasant .s>Tnptoms should cease to 
be concerned and should try to 
learn to live with their ailments 
without mak ing themselves a n d 
their relatives miserable.
